The fear appeal is also 
used to convince people that a cer- 
tain type of brand of cookware 
must be used to preserve the vi- 
tamin value of food and protect 
the family’s health, and that froz- 
én foods similarly are essential for 
vitamins and health.

lucky indeed by the average par- 
ents of average, or less than aver- 
age, children. 


Yet these parents often have 
problems that try them sorely, 
especially, as is often the case, 
they are of only average ability 
themselves. 


These problems were the subject 
of a forum recently conducted by 
Hunter College in New York, and 
some methods for dealing with 
them were suggested by experts 
present, including Mrs. Ruth F. 
Engel, a psychological counselor, 
Mrs. Dorothy Homer, a children 
librarian, as well as a social work- 
er and school prinicipal. 


Standing in awe of gifted chil- 
dren is something the experts 
warn against. Even though your 
child has a higher IQ than you 
have, you should never “take a 
back seat” and let him make all 
his own decisions. 


These children, so far ahead in- 
tellectually, are still children and 
emotionally immature as all chil- 
dren are. They need guidance in 
all affairs of every day life and 
they need to take their place in 
the household as responsible mem- 
bers of the family group. 


They need especially to mix so- 
clally with other children of their 
own age, and to have hobbies, pets, 
and occupations just as less gifted 
children do. 


While these children do of course 
need to have an opportunity to de- 
velop their special gifts, if they 
are going to make the contribution 
to society that we expect them to 
make, they must be normal, bal- 
anced, emotionally mature human 
beings. 

We have found long since that 
geniuses do not have to be ec- 
centric, long-haired, unbalanced 
erratic. They are human; like the 
rest of us. 


So if you are lucky enough to 
have exceptional child, take it in 
your stride. Give him opportunities 
for development, to be sure. 

But don’t let him get the idea 
that he is the center of the uni- 
verse. He’s still a child. He still 
needs the parental care and guid- 
ance that all children need.

Last week we commented on the Oakland Tribune's criti- 
cism of East Bay Labor Journal for calling attention to unem- 
ployment, and cited the Chronicle as reporting widespread 
unemployment among San Francisco machinists. This week 
let's remark that it's the Chronicle that’s getting editorially 
silly on the subject. 

On Monday, to reassure Republicans that all is at its 
best in this best of all possible GOP worlds, the Chronicle 
had a big editorial entitled “That Receding Recession” in 
which scorn was poured on all of us who insist on continuing 
to call attention to unemployment. Plus the editorial was a 
cartoon showing the Democratic donkey and a miserable look- 
ing creature labeled Prophet of Gloom being horribly discom- 
fited by the failure of their dire predictions.

When the Taft-Hartley Revision Bill was sent back by | 


the Senate to committee to die last week United Press re- 
ported the action as ‘‘perhaps the sharpest setback of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's 15 months in office.” 

Senator Knowland of California, the Senate Republican 
leader, had said in advance that such a step would be “repudi- 
ation” and denial of “common courtesy to the President.” 
Senator Knowland, it might be remarked parenthetically, 
ought to know what repudiation of the President and extreme 
discourtesy to him means, for on the crucial Bricker Bill, 
which would have wrecked the Presidency's foreign policy 
powers, Knowland ran out on Eisenhower and voted with 
Bricker. But there, there, the sight of Republicans repudiating 
Eisenhower is getting to be too common to be worthy of com- 
ment. 

To return to the killing of the Taft-Hartley Revision Bill, 
the United Press remarks that “in one of the strongest dis- 


jplays of party unity in recent years, 46 Democrats voted for 


the recommittal action.” 

It is true that some of the Southern Democrats may have 
gional reasons for opposing the measure, but 
the display of Democratic Party unity was interesting, to say 
the least, in view of the‘appalling confusion in the Republican 
Party on most issues. ~ 

Labor has in this action won a victory, and for the moment 
need not pause too long to analyze all the motives and cross- 
motives which have made that victory possible. 

President Eisenhower's own proposal that the Federal 
Government supervise the taking of strike ballots was bad 
enough, but some of the other clauses of the bill were still 
worse. 

Under one proposed amendment, to quote the national 
office of the AFL’s analysis of it: 

“Congress would delegate to the States power to deal with 
matters exclusively within the province of the Federal Govern- 
ment, without any standards prescribed. This represents a total 


abandonment of Federal power to the States and raises serious 
constitutional questions.” 


If it had been adopted, it would certainly have raised 
serious organizational questions for trade unions. Can you 
imagine what some of the State would do if labor were left 
entirely at their mercy? And incidentally, that includes Cali- 
fornia, if the labor-hating Knight happened to be Governor. 


Milk Drivers Tell the Worid 


Milk Drivers & Dairy Employees 302 don't mind telling 
the world how they spend their money and how much they 
have on hand. They've been doing this ever since 1944, and 
this policy of businesslike frankness is one of the things that 
has built up public confidence in them.
